"Certain Social Evils in Relation to Public Health 
and Morals" were discussed in the Suns^ Qub of 
Milwaukee. 

It is characteristic that of the six speakers of the 
evening only one’dared mention the word "prostitution." 

Said Dr. F. Rogers: 

Three great perils threaten ihe health of modern society. 
The alcoholic peril, the tuberculosis peril and the social 
peril. 

This foul ulcer has lodged and vegetated in the vitals of 
society, infecting rich and poor, innocent and guilty alike, 
wrecking families, converting strong men into weaklings, 
dragging blooming womanhood down to hopeless invalidism, 
killing our unborn children, condemning thousands at birth 
to go through life sightless. .And yet when a proposal is made 
to recognixe ita existence and devise ways and means of 
treating it. society shudders, cinse.s its eyes and hides its 
head like the ostrich, calls it unspeakable and so hogs the 
venomous serpent closer to its bosom. 

.^nd the doctor suggested "that every private school, 
primary school, high school, college and seminarj- should 
provide courses in the hygiene and pathology' of sex.” 

The above was the only suggestion of the evening 
deserving any serious consideration—but it will not cure 
the evil. 

There can be no question that syphilis, next to tuber¬ 
culosis, is the worst enemy of the human race. And 
gonorrhea is almost as bad. From 6o to yo per cent 
of all cases of blindness of children are ascribed to that 
dread malady, which is very seldom cured,; 75 per cent 
of all men in Qiicago and- New York are said to be 
affected. 

I will not go into details—that would be beyond the 
scope of a newspaper article, although I agree with the 
speakers that the fullest publicity is imperative.

In the first place only one institution has ever tried 
this—namely, the Roman Catholic Church, for its 
clergy-. It has igiiominiously failcil. Trostitulion was 
never so universal as during the (yeriod when the church 
ruled supreme—according to Catholic authors. It was 
nowhere so much a ,suite institution as in Rome and 
Avignon, where the popes resided. Nor was there ever 
such an aggregation of prostitutes seen in the world as 
during the church councils of Trent and Constance—and 
that in spite of all the efforts of the church to keep its 
members moral. v • • 

And that is natural enough. Naturam expellas furca, 
tamen usque recurret—even if you knock nature with a 
club, it will always come b«^-r-and the strongest im¬ 
pulse of every organism (be it plant or animal) is fo tr- 
produce its kind. 

And as far as human beings are concerned—I,nve is 
the sum and solution of all desires in man—that in which 
they converge, for which they all exist. 

The other desi-es,the self-preservation desires—hunger, 
thirst, the desire for power—are strong indeed, but when 
they are satisfied, they all empty themselves in this one. 
I^ve is a flame which uses all the rest as its fuel. 

This natural layv cannot be supprc.sscd by any artificial 
law—statute or <cclesiastic. 

The trouble is only, when man cannot get the real 
article, he will accept a poisonous suhslilule. * 


.■\nd then there is the double standard of morals —still 
pretty generally accepted. 

It is the woman alone who is punished. It is the 
woman alone who is called a prostitute, although no 
woman has ever prostituted herself without a man. But 
nobody ever mentions the man. If he is caught, he is 
usually let go with a smile—or pci haps they run him for 
mayor later on.

And here is another source—thg tMjority of marringas 
Tii the middle and uppCT classes are simply convenience 
marriages, marriages yvithout love. Naturally the men, 
in many cases, look for "substitute love." 

Still other mem marry late in life. And many men can¬ 
not marry at all for economic reasons. 

All this means additional customers for prostitution. 


It is generally claimed and conceded in bourgeois 
circles that prostitution is neces.sary today in order to 
protect the virtue of their wives and daughters against 
attacks. 

Thus the prostitutes are made out to be a sort of 
patron-saints for "virtue” gnd "morality.” 

Furthermore, many highly "re.spectable people,” and 
even .some churches, like Trinity church in New York, 
draw profits from the rent of these places. And scale 
very respectable people in our city get big rcveiltie8__from 
old sh.icks by renting them for inirposes of pr-sthution. 
' Now these highly respectable people are removed only 
one degree from the keeper of the house, as far as the 
source of the money is concemed.

And what it prostitution? Before all things, it is 
also a remnant of the days gone by when men used to 
buy their wives. Prostitution i* very much the same 
thing today. Men buy their wives—some buy them for 
life, some buy them for a shorter time. 

The man who sells himself (or life to a rich woman, or 
the woman who gives herself for life to a rich man, 
without love, is also a prostitute. 

The difference between the prostitute of the street and 
the woman marT3’ing for life without love is simply a 
difference of degree, not of kind. 

.And now to come to the bottom of the subject. Today 
the mainspring of prostilution is poverty. 

Very few daughters of rich men are to be found in 
the houses of prostitution. There are probably as many 
pathological cases — nymphomaniacs and ethical defec¬ 
tives—among rich women as* among the poor, possibly 
more. 

But the rich find other ways of satisfying their propen¬ 
sities. 

.An investigation in 1888 in Massachusetts of 3.866 
prostitutes found 1,236 poor girls with no previou' occu¬ 
pation. 1.155 were formerly servant girls, 505 were for¬ 
merly dressmakers and scam.stresses, 292 came from 
factories, 126 from stores, 52 from the stage. 


And what is the cause of it all ? 

Prostitution. 

There are no trustworthy statistics on this vital ques¬ 
tion in American cities—there is too much hypocrisy. 
But Paris has about 100,000 prostitutes, London has the 
same number, and there is no reason to believe that New 
York is any better in proportion to its size. 

Prostitution is as old as matrimony. 


One other point I want to bring out. 'Under our pre¬ 
sent society we permit everybody to marry withoot any 
regard for his moral or physical make-up. Wealth is the 
only consideration. We are more careful how we mate 
our horses, and dogs, and cattle, and even our sifine, than 
we are in the mating of our boys and girls. 


Originally it had the form of religious prostitution— 
in honor of the goddess of love or matrimony. Thus 
women prostituted themselves in the temples of Babylon 
(for Mylitta), in Phenida (for Astarfe), in Egypt (for 
Isis), in Greece (for Aphrodite), in Rome (for Venus, 
later on also for Bacchus), etc. And the priests took 
the money. 

C 3 iristianity abolished these forms, hut the seducing 
of girls and women and the commerce in vice took its 
place. Syphilis, which was absolutely unknown to the 
old Germanic tribes when they were heathens, came to 
them with Christianity and civilixation. By the way* 
this is also tlie manner in which all the wild tribes— 
Indians, Negroes, or South Islanders—got it in later 
centuries. They received it when they got the whiskv- 
from the traders and the Bible from the missionaries. 
Qvilization for them usually means syphilization. 


We shall have to make the dissolution of marriages 
much easier, than it is today. There is a great outcry in 
press and pulpit against the divorce courts—yet the 
divorce court is one of the greatest agencies that we have 
against prostitution. 

In short, if we want a different world we must eman¬ 
cipate men and women economically, politically and so- 
ciallyl We must break with many prejudices if we want 
to look this grave question square in the face. We must 
cease to regard superstitions as holy because they are old. 

Courses in hygiene and pathology of sex are very laud- 
ahle—but this remedy is very much like Mrs. Partington 
trying to sweep the ocean back with a broom.

1 think b-iat.s 
should la- required to carry a laryer numU'r of lifeboats and 
raft.s than napiired to accomodate the passenpers atnl crew, 
to provide for the enRulfiiiR duntiR launi'hiiiR of the boats 
anil destruction through collision. 

Mr. Berger miRht have slated that even a shockiiiR tlis.aster is 
not always suhicicnl to lead to the adoption of the safety regulations 
needed. After the Slocum disastiw. in which over l.iattl pas-eiigers 
lo.st their lives on a inirning excursion steamer at the entrance to the 
New York harbor because there were not even provideil lib- pr'-ervers 
A hat would float, the fact that the same conditions exisieilon tin I'lr.-at 
Lakes wa.s made pnhlie. There was promise that tin- governm n' 
would eomiH'l Ihc ship owner- to provide ample latats. with trained 
erews to man them, and the pnlilie was lulled into a seii-i' of false -e- 
vurity. 

When the adviplion of safely appliimees inlerfiwes with profil.s, 
it needs a great many disaatr-rs to awaken the piitdie to it.s in-ecuritv. 
In the I’nitcd .'^tatt's there is hardly a day pa.sses without its grade eross- 
ing aecidents. Yet. no move has la-en made, outside of the large eitios. 
to almlish them. Mine uccidenf.s are frequent. Ilumlrfsl.s of miiiiTs 


Th« cv«nln( piipUs arc handicapped* too, 
in coming to their atudy tired in mind and body 
after a full day's work. 

Theeo facte are slowly being recognised by 
educational authoritiee* and there are eigne of 
improvement. 

All thie, however* ie not the graveet thing that 
can be said about the matter. The painful 
fact It that the aim of education has been for-> 
gotten* and that the whole purpose of our schools 
appears to be the creation of more elftcient 
tools for the workshop end the office. There is 
the hope in the student that his technical knowl¬ 
edge will be of advantage In competition for 
employnkent or for promotion* and that his 
wages will be greeter. 

The latter hope ie certain to disappointment; 
and if it were realised might not kw worth the 
strain -for under these conditions learning is 
a strain, it ceases to give pleasure, it is not self- 
devslonmsnt. but is instead a fevered striving 
for individual materiel bene6t at the espensc of 
individuality. 

So in our workshops. Hew mechanical, 
mormtonoue and wearing the routine becomes 
when one has to attend to the seme small duty 
throughout the whole working day! Unremit¬ 
ting attention to a machine- the real worker 
hee reduced the mill hand to a mere adjunct of 
machinery. There con be no sort of pretsnse 
that for the maases of the people modern factory 
life* or clerical work* maker for a strengthening 
and development of individuality in the worker. 

Dogmatism in religion and social custom also 
discourages individuality in thought and con¬ 
duct. From our baUefs to our woaring apparel* 
w> are elaves to rule. 

Monotony* in education, in religion, in life* 
ii the outcome of individualism, and will dis¬ 
appear only with the achievement of Socialism 
and the consequent development of individual¬ 
ity. 

We require that every several man shall have 
what is now denied him— a full and free devel¬ 
opment of the body and mind he is born with, 
shall be alert and active in both, stunted neither 
physically nor mentally. Ws aspire to no deed 
1^ ’#1. which, were It possible, would efface all 
picturesqueness from life. We ask equality of 
opportunity for all, because we want each and 
•very man and woman to be in the true sense an 
INDIVIDUAL. 


By LAWRENCE SMALL 

If Socialism stands for one thing more than 
anothar it stands for INDIVIDUALITY. We 
seek no reduction to a uniform level of physical 
msasurement, of height, chest capacity, or 
muscular vigor; we do not expect that all our 
intellectual powers shall be of the same order 
In kind or in degree; that our education shall be 
along the same lines; that our various opinions 
and beliefs must be forced into concurrence. 

THAT Is end has been the outcome of IN¬ 
DIVIDUALISM.^ To all appearance It has been 
the aim, as expressed b> our codes of education 
for elamentary schools, to instruct all pupils in 
asactly the same subjects and to the same ex¬ 
tent; to drill them into one style of writing, of 
reading, and of doing a few sums, entirely ir¬ 
respective of the aptitude of the Individual 
children themselves. Instead of education we 
had instruction; training gave place to dog¬ 
matics. 

Children under our individualistic system 
have be*n treated as if they had no individuality 
whatever. It was implied in our educational 
scheme that what ona child can do all children 
can do. The child-mind was regarded as a blank 
sheet of paper on which might be inscribed 
vhatever one pleased. 

Your individualistic state sets about declaring 
whet all childreh should be, and sets about 
making them so—to its discomSturs. 

Elamentary education has been a failure 
until now* perhaps, when examination for 
grants have been abolished and freedom of choice 
In subject and method has been allowed to the 
teacher. 

But even now classes of pupils numbering 
60 to SO are taught en masse; a class of SO is 
regarded as a small one. 

What possible individuality can be encouraged 
end developed in any child by even the most 
capable ana sympathetic teacher? 

In our science and technical evaning schools 
we have courses of instruction on the same lines. 
Ill prepared In the day schools, the pupils are 
unable to derive the full benefit of their opportun¬ 
ities. They have not learned to be students. 
Their dav school taachers have supplied both 
mind ana text-book, with the result that when 
a book of study Is put Into the hands of the 
average evening student he does not know how 
to use it.

"The cells of our body never learn 
what the character of the food which 
we eat really la" With this sentence, 
delivered at a recent meeting of Swiss 
men of science. Prof. Emil Abderhalden 
ha« condsely defined a modem view¬ 
point of nutrition which U rapidly be¬ 
coming prominent. Before they leave 
the alimentary tract the foodstuffs 
which we eat are broken up Into frag¬ 
ments that serve as tbe real food of thu 
body. Complex carbohydrates are rw- 
Bot%*ed Into sugar; fats are split Into 
glycerol snd fatty acids, proteins yield 
an aggregation of characteristic sub¬ 
stances. indeed, the main function of 
digestion is to pot these comparatively 
almpie "building stones'* at tbe disposal 
of tbe internal tissue cells so thst they 
can select or further rearrange them as 
tbe special functions n-qulre. Whether 
it is meat or cereals that ve eat is, 
after alt. largely a matter of indifference, 
for they all furalab similar dlgeetlon 
fragments, so long as the digestive 
proc(*sses perform tlM*lr duty.—Journal 
of the American Medical Association.

They have etlmlnatod all competition 
in their line, accumulated In the band* 
of a few of their ownera, billions of un¬ 
earned wealth by watei^ stocks cost¬ 
ing them nothing, have reduced the 
wagee of their employee to tbe starx'a- 
tton point, forced up the prices of food 
stuffs and all the necessaries of life, 
corrupted tbe legislative bodies and the 
courts, subeldlzed the newspapers, 
muzzled tbe pulpit, and Insolently ask 
the American people what they propose 
to do about it. 

Socialists say these monopolies have 
become quite "ripe” for public owner¬ 
ship. They propose to change them 
from being a menace to the peace and 
well-being of society Into great bonc- 
flta. not by destroying them, but by 
converting them Into publicly pwned 
industries, turning over to ^ tbe people 
all the benefits arising from tbeir 
operation, less only tbe expense of 
running them.

When a privately owned trust or 
industry of a public nature develops 
int 6 a glgwulic aud oppressive monopoly 
(Tusbing its competitors, fixing arbi¬ 
trarily the prices of all products, re- 
gardlM of the natural la'w of bupply 
and demand, refuses to pay Us employee 
living wages, and Insokntly defies the 
government under which it Is permitted 
to exist, then that particular trust has 
SxitUved lu usefulness as a privattiy 
owned industry, has gone to seed, or 
matured. It now ripe for public owner¬ 
ship. and should not «>e "tmashed.” 
hut should be appraised by a board of 
commJsaloners. the wa.*ri»d stocks 
squeezed out, sed lu owners a 

fair price for tbe property, and It should 
be "taken ovcw" by the nation, state, 
county, or dty. as tbe case might re¬ 
quire. and tberoafter be carriecl ou at 
cost of operation for tbe benefit of all 
Che people. 

Socialists contend that the Standard 
oil. the steel trust, the coal-mining com¬

wanted the Jobs. The second was the 
stnft railway company. We bad com¬ 
pelled It to pay a license, clean its cart 
and had started to make it pay for tbe 
pavement between the tracks. It 
owned the electric light plant which 
supplies light to the city and we started 
to build one of our own. Why shouldn’t 
It fight us at the election* 

"The third cau.se was the gas light 
company. We raised Its assessment 
$ 20 U .()00 and began to fight for cheaper 
gas. Next esme the telephone com¬ 
pany- We consolidated tbe police and 
fire alarm systems and put in a baby 
system for munidpal use. 

Stronger Than Ever. 

"The next cause was the railroads. 
We would have compelled them to 
eliminate the grade crossings. 80 
they also Joic.d the fight against us 
Then came the gamblers whom we. 
had been putting out of business. 
After them were tbe contractors. 
There used to be fiO cents graft for 
every yard of oavement laid In Mil¬ 


waukee but the Socialists storted to 
do the work without tbe aid of con¬ 
tractor*. 

"After these came the slum property 
owners. We had razed some of tholr 
insanltiry buildings. Then came the 
manufacturers whom we bad compelled 
to give sanitary work rooms to their 
employes. 

"We were not beaten In Milwaukee. 
We are stronger there now than we 
ever were. This one defeat Is only 
a part of our fight. You can't win 
a fight like we have on our bands In 
two years or four years or 10 years. 

Seidel urged bis auditors to start 
now and try to capture St. Louis at 
the elections next spring. He told 
them how the Sodallsts work In'Mil¬ 
waukee and urged them to follow the 
same methods of camoalgn here.

I am a 
corpod.” Washington dlsmounteil. hitched 
hla horse, threw off his coat and took hold of 
tbe log which with hi* aid waa soon boosted to 
tbe proper pUiV). The geueral then put on bis 
coat, mounted hU horse and turning to the 
corporal *sald; “When you have some more 
heavy lifting to do and need a man. call tm 
General Wa.shlngton. your Commander-ln-chlef.”
